Like the Biblical Daniel who 
was thrown into a vast fur¬ 
nace for his loyalty to God, Fa¬ 
ther Daniel Berrigan related his 
• own “Trial by Fire” in a Boston 
court for loyalty to his anti¬ 
war convictions as over 1,000 
people listened Friday. 

Speaking as part of the con¬ 
ference on Church and Civil 
Disobedience, the Jesuit priest 
explained his actions as “open¬ 
ing alternatives to death as the 
American way of life.” 

* Last May he and eight oth¬ 
er persons burned all I-A and 
II-A draft records of Catons- 
yille, Md. with homemade na¬ 
palm. 

Just last Thursday all nine 
were convicted of the charges 
against them. 

Sentencing is set for Nov. 8. 

In a press conference Berri- 
gan explained the appeal would 
■probably be based on “an ad¬ 
mission by the government, that 
it may be possible to object to 
war as illegal and immoral.” 

Berrigan does not expect to 
win the appeal, however. 

“Prison is the only realistic 
assumption. We are interested 
in an appeal only to get laws 
in the future,” he said. 

Modern war, he said, does not 
have to be world-wide to be 
total. Modern war is total be¬ 
cause it makes total claims on 
the individual, he said. “Total¬ 
ity must be transferred to the 
peace scene,” he said. 

Berrigan stressed the need 
for total commitment to the 
idea of. peace. In a press con¬ 
ference he added that non-vio¬ 
lence was the only moral means 
of protest. 


Modern war, he said, does 
not have to be * world-wide to 
be total because it makes total 
claims *on the individual, he 
said. 

Berrigan said his actions were 
to show the powerless minorities 
•—the youth, the poor, the Black 
—in American society that he 
and the other eight were will¬ 
ing to take equal risks of suf¬ 
fering, disgrace and possibly 
death. He urged others to par¬ 
ticipate in a revolution against 
“death as a social method, each 
in their own way. 

“I am delighted,” he said of 
Eugene's anti-draft activities 
last week. “I only hope the 
intervention and participation 
increases.” 

. The Vietnam war, is war “ex¬ 
emplary,” he said, quoting See. 
of State Dean Rusk, of death 
as the American way. The war 
is a testing ground for new. 
weapons and weapon technology, 
and the civilian population of 
Vietnam are the guinea pigs, he 
said. Berrigan termed his trial 
as “exemplary” also. “It is a 
first step in the direction of hu¬ 
manization,” he said. 

Berrigan said he saw evi - 
donee of deliberate anti-per - 
sonnel bombing on his unauthor¬ 
ized trip to Viet nam in 1987. 
His book, “Night Flight Over 
Hanoi,” was released last month.

Father Daniel Kerrigan is a Catholic priest 
convicted last • Thursday for burning draft 
fiics in Maryland. He will speak in the EIKTJ 
ballroom Friday for the conference on the 
Church and Civil Disobedience. 

What may one expect from .the Church and 
the. world? You see, I refuse to separate these 
two great realities, which you are trying to come 
to grips with,. I say this because I am convinced, 
sometimes against my own cowardly will, that 
to be in the Church is to be in the world, and 
that to be out of the world is to be out of the 
Church, too. 

And, iQ somewhat the same way, I am con¬ 
vinced that the noblest and most sensible way 
of being in the Church, the way opened by the 
flesh'and heart and passionate will of Christ, is 
simply to be a believing man in one's world. 

Let me be specific. I have heard Negro leaders 
—•men. with the marks of their passion burned 
like a brand on their souls—declare, with the 
intensity of prophets, that Christ is dead. 

They had witnessed His death, you see, in 
dead Christians. 'They had felt the pulse and 
shaken their heads. They have covered the face 
and motioned the morticians forward. They step¬ 
ped over the Christian body, over the suburban 
houses and hedges and lawns, over the polite in¬ 
difference, the cultivated inhumanity—into life. 

It made no real difference to such leaders that 
life was a prison, or a kangaroo court, or a sit-in, 
or a burning bus. What mattered, to them -was 
that the Redeemer was dead; that living men, 
who must be redeemed, had resolved to redeem 
themselves. 

In talking this way. believe me, we are really 
talking about the Church. And I am trying to 
say something like this: one act, one needful, ir¬ 
revocable^ dislocating, self-impoverishing, shock¬ 
ing act, launched by a man in favor of a real 
need—such an act is worth more than ail the 
burial mounds of rhetoric, all the enfeebled good 
intentions; ail the mumbling and Tumbling and 
- tardiness '.of- those who are so busy cultivating, 
their idolatries that they cannot hear the cry 
of the wounded man in the ditch . . . This is 
what 1 am passionately convinced of and would 
share with you.

The audience at Carnegie Lecture Hall , on Wednesday 
night greeted the Rev. Daniel Berrigan with a long 
-standing ovation. They were applauding him partly as a 
poet—and- it was as a poet that he had been invited to read 
his works at the International Poetry Forum. They were 
also applauding-him for his active opposition to the war in 
Vietnam. 

Just two weeks ago in Baltimore, Father Berrigan and 
eight other Roman Catholic clergymen and laymen were 
found guilty by a federal jury of burning draft files with 
homemade napalm. 

The “Catonsville Nine,” as they have become known, 
were accused of entering the local draft board in 
: Catonsville, Md., on May 17, removing 378 draft files, and 
.burning them in an adjacent parking lot. The formal 
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charges were willful injury to government property and 
willful interference with the administration of the 
Selective Service Act of 1967. The maximum penalty for 
this offense is 18 years in prison and a 522,000 fine. 

Sharing the evening with Father Berrigan was fellow 
poet Ned O’Gorman, but it was obviously Berrigan that 
most in the audience had come to hear. Among the many, 
students and young people who crowded in to pack the 
hall were a number of Pittsburgh’s draft resisters. 

Father Berrigan was introduced by Sister Mary Corita, 
the artist, an old friend who has designed jackets for 
Father Berrigan -s books. Appropriately, the Lecture Hall 
stage had been set with several of Sister Corita’s works. 

Speaking in a soft, expressive voice. Father Berrigan 
interwove his poems with excerpts from newspaper 
accounts of the Catonsville incident and the trial, and 
even a passage from the federal indictment. It was a 
poetical college against the background of Father 
Berrigan’s own narrative, of the road to Catonsville. 

* He began with his trip to Hanoi last winter,, “during 
which everything began.” He had gone to Hanoi to 
negotiate the release of three captured American airmen. 
t He also wrote poetry, including one verse about children 
1 in a bomb shelter. 

During the trial, he said, his lawyer, William Kunstler, 
had tried to introduce that poem into the testimony, “but 
the judge found that a very difficult notion.” 

: “I tried when I was on the stand,” he said, “when the 
question was why I went* to Catonsville. I S 2 ia I went to 
4- Catonsviile because I was thinking of the children of the 
jury, hoping that none of them would die by napaiming.”

Throughout his readings Father Berrigan manifested the 
serene conviction that appears to characterize those who 
have taken the greatest risks in opposing the war. At an 
informal press conference on Wednesday afternoon,

0’Gornian was introduced by William Clancy, a former 
editor of Commonweal who is now with the Pittsburgh 
Oratory, the Catholic campus ministry. Clancy, who said 
. he met O’Gorman 14 years ago in the White Horse Tavern 
' in Greenwich Village,, told the audience that O’Gorman • 
recently turned down an offer to become: the, poet in 
' residence at the City College of New York. O’Gorman’s 
reason,.Clancy said, was that the position would require 
;an oath of allegiance “to the United States, the State of 
New York, and the constitutions thereof.” 

“Mister O’Gorman has nothing against these 
constitutions,” Clancy went on, “but he’s a poet, and he 
knows these tilings are signs. He’s serving black children, 
and he knows these are signs of chaos and deprivation.” 

O’Gorman began by- saying that “It’s a great joy to be - 
here tonight with Daniel and with Sister Corita,” whom 
he described as “two teachers.” 

His poems were not topical at all, and his last reading, 
though it was entitled “War,” was more poetry than 
protest. But throughout his readings, he spoke often of his. 
admiration and awe at Father Berrigan’s calmness before 
the ordeal facing him. O’Gorman prefaced his reading of 
“War” with a comment drawn from Dorothy Day: “Jail’s 
. okay when you can meditate- on it in some historical

There was no Information regarding BERRIGAN 
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by Charles C. Robb 

The audience. at Carnegie Lecture Hall on Wednesday 
night greeted the Rev. Daniel Berrigan with a long 
standing ovation. They were applauding him partly as a 
poet—and it was as a poet that he had been invited to read 
his works at the International Poetry Forum. They were 
also applauding him for his active opposition to the war in 
Vietnam. 

Just two weeks ago in Baltimore, Father Berrigan and 
eight other Roman Catholic clergymen and lawmen were 
found guilty by a federal jury of burning draft files with 
homemade napalm. - 

The “Catonsville Nine,” as they have become known, 
were accused of entering the local draft board in 
Catonsville, Md., on May 17, removing 378 draft files, and 
burning them in an adjacent parking lot. The formal 
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charges were willful injury to government property and 
willful interference with the administration of the 
Selective Service Act of 1967. The maximum penalty for 
this offense is 18 years in prison and a S22,000 fine. 

Sharing the evening with Father Berrigan was fellow 
poet Ned O’Gorman, but it was obviously Berrigan that 
most in the audience had come to hear. Among the many, 
students and young people who crowded in to pack the 
hall were a number of Pittsburgh’s draft resisters, j ^ 

Father Berrigan was introduced by Sister Mary^orita, 
the artist , an old friend who has designed jackets for 
Father Berrigan’s books. Appropriately, the Lecture Hall 
stage had been set with several of Sister Corita’s works. 

Speaking in a soft, expressive voice. Father Berrigan 
interwove his poems with excerpts from newspaper , 
accounts of the Catonsville incident and the trial, and 
even a passage from the federal indictment. It was a 
poetical college against the background of ^Father 
Berrigan’s own narrative, of the road to Catonsville. 

He began with his trip to Hanoi last winter, “during 
which everything began.” He had gone to Hanoi to 
negotiate the release of three captured American airmen. 
He also wrote poetry, including one verse about children 
in a bomb shelter. 

During the trial, he said, his lawyer, W illian^unstler^ 
had tried to introduce that poem into the testimony* “but . 

the judge found that a very difficult notion.” 

“I tried when I was on the stand,” he said, “when the 
question was why I went'to Catonsville. I said I went to 
Catonsville because I was thinking of the children of the 
jury, hoping that none of them would die by napaiming.” 

“The judge said that was irrelevant. Yes, in a war like 
this children are irrelevant. It is irrelevant that children ■ 
die. That’s why I chose to go tb Catonsville.” 

Father Berrigan read a poeiti “To Philip ”, his brother, 
also a priest, who, in addition to being one of the 
Catonsville Nine, is also serving a six-year sentence for 
pouring blood on draft files in Baltimore last year. 

Then there were poems about federal marshals, with 
their “riddled revolver eyes,” the judge, and' the 
unfortunate Negro prosecutor-“He w as jje p^* and 
(.Fetching for the Great Society.” • " . ' 

Throughout his readings Father Berrigan manifested the 
se&zeZ onviction that appears to characterize those who 
have taken the greatest risks in opposing the war. At an 
conference on Wednesday - atternoon, 

concluded Qii'P9f> J?_ 
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Father Berrigan willingly embraced the prospect of a long 
period in jail. ° 

He said that the decision to destroy draft records was 
one that came after four years of legal protest had proven 
ineffective against the war. And the effect has been a 
positive one, he said. 

I notice a great change in the climate since we did it,” ' 
he said. “The symbolism is seeping down. People seem to - 
be more receptive. I had a tougher time doing much less a 
year ago.” 

He was asked whether a long term in prison would not 
deprive him of the chance, to .work effectively in the 
"future. ' * 

I didn t see the fact of going to jail as the removal 
from the possibility of action,” he replied. “Visiting Phil 
the last four months, I have been seeing what he was able ' 
to do with young people who needed an older person.” . 

He pointed out that there are many draft resisters in 
prison now and that “more and more of our best youitg 
people are going to be in that position. To be with therh 
woulB be a rich.and exciting thing.” V 

In ^ministering to men in prison, he said, a clergyman 


should not operate solely as “mercenaries for Hire^ who 
perform a service and leave. There is a deeper, Biblical 
relationship with these men.” 

0’.Gorman, who read his works following Father 
Berrigan, appeared to be the antithesis of the poet as 
activist. But O’Gorman, it appeared, is waging the same 
fight in a different manner. 

As: the director of the Addie Mae Collins Library in a 
Harlem storefront, O’Gorman is ministering in his own 
way to children whose bomb shelter is not in Hanoi but 
on 127th Street. 

O’Gorman was introduced by William Clancy, a former 
editor of Commonweal who is now with the Pittsburgh 
Oratory, the Catholic campus ministry. Clancy, who said 
. he met O’Gorman 14 years ago in the White Horse Tavern 
in Greenwich Village,, told the audience that O’Gorman 
recently turned down an offer to become the poet in 
residence at the City College of New York. 0’Gorman*s 
reason, Clancy said,.was that the position would require 
^;an oath of allegiance “to the United States, the State of 
. New York, and the constitutions thereof.” 

“Mister O’Gorman has nothing against these 
constitutions,” Clancy went on, “but he’s a poet, and he 
knows these things are signs. He’s serving black children, 

. and he knows these are signs of chaos and deprivation.” 

O’Gorman began by- saying that “It’s a great joy to be ' 
here tonight with Daniel and with Sister Corita,” whom 
he described as “two teachers.” 

His poems were not topical at all, and his last reading, 

,e though it was entitled “War,” was more poetry than 
protest. But throughout his readings, he spoke often of his. 
admiration and awe at Father Berrigan’s calmness before 
the ordeal facing him. O’Gorman prefaced his reading of 
“War” with a comment drawn from Dorothy Day: “Jail’s 
okav wh en you can meditate on it in some historical 
fashionT’but it’s hell when you’ve got to get into it.”
